REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. The prior art of record fails to teach and/or render obvious a surgical clip 
comprising, inter alia, a housing; a first jaw; a second jaw having a second planar 
surface facing towards the first jaw; a rib extending out from the second planar surface; 
a pad attached to the second planar surface having a first portion extending from the rib 
distally along the second planar surface and a second portion extending from the an 
outer surface of the housing adjacent to the rib to the first portion of the pad, the second 
portion of the pad having a width smaller than width of the first portion of the pad, and a 
spring disposed in the housing for biasing the first and second jaw into a closed state.
